since Sunday. 


•VERA CRUZ, May 14.—Revolution-

Marcos have made gains, driving the 
Carranzistas from their positions and 
inflicting losses of nearly 3,000, ac- j 
cording to unconfirmed reports from j 
the fighting front today.
